Col, John-G. MoMynn, ot Madison, has 


written a letter to B. B. Northrop, Esq., 
of this city, toucltiupr upon the proposed 
public library. As Col. MoMyfm,.is or.o 
of tho foremost educators in tho state1 of 
Wisconsin, tha letter is of more than 
passing interest, and through the court- 
ssy of Mr. Northrop,the Journal produces 
ihe same and it is as follows:

Madison, Wis., March 27, 1S96. 


Mr. B. B. Northrop, Haoiuo, Wls.: 


My Dear Sir—I notice that tho question 


of establishing and supportinc--a city 
library is to be submitted to tho people of 
Raciua at the next municipal election, 
and although not a citizonj fool a deep In- 
terest in tho rosuln.. 


Previous to 18GOI was commissioned 


by the City Board' of Education to go to 
New York and .buy a library, 
I selected 


abimt 1200 volumos of standard literature 
oor.s:sting ot roforonoo bookn, histury, bi- 
ography, poetry, travel, otc. 'I. arranged 
tho library'-and acted as librarian while I 
was principal of tho high school. My 
successors, for spino yours, kept tho li- 
'brary in good condition, but at. length it 
received littlo attention and of course w»s; 
ot littlo ueo. Several .hundred of the., 
'books bought nearly forty years ago' aro 
still owned by-the city and aronowin.-tho 
new high school building. 
Tho popula- 


tion was then not more than a .third of 
•what it is noWj and the wealth of tho city 
was less . in proportion. 
That library 


paid for itself many, times before tho war.. 
I noticed the effect in the high school in 
mnro gonorul knowledge, improved -tasto 
^ind higher scholarship. Nor was tho 
eiT'jct confined to tbo school but it por- 
inoatod tho whole community and did 
much to prepare tbo younc men for that 
itrhil of; thoir juauhood to' which their 
.countrj'.callpd Jiiom'- •'in-.-,lS5i;5,K^Itr;tbo. 
s'plondld war record "of Raoiuo shall -over 
bo wrltton, tlw Influence of that HbraTy 
ou her sons, aod' daughters too, should 
not pass unnoticed. 


Somewhat move than ton years ago tho 


question of a tax for a library was sub- 
mitted to a veto, and tlioro wore very few 
votns Cast'against it. 
Aftor ooufurriug 


with tho lute Carl Jonns, Michael Coloart 
an others, I procured .tickets and distrib- 
utod them through tho foromou o- tho 
different manufactories aiio.''S tho me- 
ohanics. 
Tlio'council dooi^rod. the vote 


and'did nothing more. The pretext for 
tho inaction was that tho oity could not 
hfford to buy books. 
Meanwhile, other 


cities ot tho state havo established publi'j 
libraries and rea'ding rooms until ovon 
small villages aro ID advania of Kaoirio. 


"When I was visiting your city a few 


days ago, I hoard some doubt expressed 
In regard to tho voto on this question at 
tho approaching elention. This surprises 
mo. 1 was told tbn-t tho timos aro hard, 
business dull and money scarce. I nm 
suro the timos aro no harder, business no 
duller and money no scarcer in Raolne 
than in othor oi'.-ifis of the stato. 
There 1? 


no greater need of any educational agency 
for Racluo than a public library. It is 
not nocossary to aruuu the afiirmnt'ivo of 
that proposition. 
It would be dUQcnls to 


convinca tho mun who would deny it, 
that knowledge is nocossary to civiliza- 
tion. 


I know of no city'In this stato where 


tbo benefits ot a properly aelooted library 
would ue greater than in Rucino, 
It is 


tbo foremost manufacturing city o£ the 
state in proportion to population. There 
aro between 5000 and . 0000 mechanics. 
They must keep thomsalvaB informed iu 
regard to tho progress made in .tho several 
trades and associations. Tho books uoed- 
od are too expensive for Individuals to 
purchase. They aro roforonoa books and 
scientific journals. Thoro Is progress in 
every branch of-scionco ,-.nd now 'invon-. 
tions aro of daily occurrence. Tho manu- 
facturer who does not study" must' fall 
unless be employs some ono to study for 
him. The mechanic who is not a student 
will mako no progress and will command' 
little conUdtmco and only 
the lowest 


wages. But as well avguo tliiit sunlight 
ond pnru n'lr 'are necessary to physical 
health as tbut books and study are essen- 
tial to intellectual and moral power. 


I shall hope that Racino'will soon havo 


a public library and a rending.room that 
uhull jjlaco tho'.city abreiistwlth any other 
.cities of tho-stato. Thoro is one class of 
men of whose vote I am sure. They are. 
.those,who-wor"o"'imy boys" In school ilnr- 
in'g tho'iiiany years-1 taught in Racine. 
I hope they will see • that "the proposition 
receives fiuoh nu.endorsement that no city 
conncll'win hpsituto in 'tho performance 
of their duty.,-
